Conſcience, ſhall at this time of day. openly declare for an | 
exploded Intereſt, and' theſe ProtefFants too, Men no ways 
leven'd with :Popery, or any of her DoQrin's, 'but Zealous 
Maintainers of the Chnrch of E»g/and, Devout and Pious, 
Charitable and Juſt, in the chief Employments of the Church, 
and the Brighteſt of the- Golden Candleſticks :- For theſe ſo 
openly to declare their Averſion to this Preſent Government, 
and their Fondneſs for the Laſt, is what does not a little ele- 
vate and ſurpriſe (to uſe an Expreſſion of Mr. Bays) and comes 
almoſt as near to a Miracle as Traſubſtantiation. -

One would wonder what ſtrange bewitching Sophiſtry the 
Church of Rome makes uſe of to blind the. Underſtandings of 
her Votaries, to that degree, that they are continually 
miſtaking their own Intereſt, and. tamely. to deliver up their 
Bodies, Souls, Reputation and Fortunes for the Reverſion 
of Purgatory hereafter , only'for the light. gratification of 
their humours here; and I appeal to the greateſt aſſerter of 
King James his Intereſt, if they can produce any Crown'd 
Head in Englard fince the Conqueſt, who was half ſo Infaty- 
ated and Bigotted to the Intereſt of the See of Rome, as the

kind, valued as nothing in 'competition with a Command 
from: the Apoſtolick Chair - The Lay at Rome with all 

ubdue great Prin- 
ces z and tho ſhe has Abugd, Depos'd, and Murther'd fo 
many. of ;her Loyers, yet ſhe finds every day ſome new Ad- 
mirers; who are proud of her Charms; a PraQtice which 
comes as near a Miracle, as any that Church in her Legends 
can boaſt of; and I hope ſome paſlages in the late Reign are 


-not: ſo forgotten, but they may ſerve to juſtify the truth of 
-the Aſſertion. | 


Indeed for our amuſement we were once told by a popular 
Pen, That-;alawing, 4 King ups. the.Englſh Throne, Principled 
for

for Arbitrary Government and Popery, yet he was Clog'd and 
ShackPd with Popular and Proteſtant Laws, that if he had ne're 
ſo great a mind to't, there was not a Subjeft in his Dominions 
world dare to ſerve him-in bis Deſogn. How true this Aſſertion 
has ſince prov'd, let any indifferent perſon judge ; the /ate 
Xing himſelf both dar*d and found no ſmall number of his 
Subjeas as reſolute as their Maſter, to alter the whole Frame 
of the Engliſh Government ; he found not Men only of his 
own Communion, bat Men of all Religions, or rather of no 
Religion-at all, whoſe deſperate Fortunes puſh't *em- on to 
the moſt daring Enterpriſes ; his ſingle Command added Life 
to their Motions 3 and no wonder he found Tools to Work 
withal , when all the Obligations of Law were ſhrunk in- 
to the ſmall compaſs of a Princes Will, and the muſty Lines 
of Magna Charta dwindled to a Sic volo, ſic jubeo: 


Several other artifices were us'd, - to let us conceive a Po- 
Piſh Prince no ſuch terrible Bugbear as common Fame repre- 
fents him; as that the Idolatrous Superſtition of the Church 
of Rome was by a long ſeries of time ſo worn off the minds 
of the People, and the Reformation ſo ſtrongly Rooted, the 
Church of England fo firmly Eſtabliſh*d, the Romaniſts ſo de- 
teſted for their Innovations in Do@rin and Abſurdity in 
Ceremonies, &c. that it was impoſſible ever to fix Popery 
here : Bur, alas, *twas meer Deluſion, we quickly ſaw through 
the Juggle,, and the S:zate-Quacks diſcover*d their Leigerde- 
main tricks too openly ; and had not Almighty God -by a 
moſt ſurpriſing, and almoſt unparllePd Providence Deliver'd 
us, I know not by this time; but that-the Name Proteſtant had 
been as odious in England, asthe Teri of Hugonot is now itt 
France ; and the Dominicans and Franciſcans Teft their Cells 
in- Lincolns-Inn-Fields and the Savoy, to have Sung their Regi- 
na Celoruns in all the Cathearals in England. . 


I am' not Ignorant how ſome Perſons do ſtilÞ- Magnifie 
the Merits of the late King, as to his Private Virtues; ashisbe> 
ing-Deſcended of the Blood Royal , his Inviolable tenderneſs:

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For hisFriend, the exa&t Correſpondency - of his Mouth and 


Heart, his Courage againſt the Dutch, &c, but theſe were 
ommricg Rays of his, which ſhin'd upon ſome few only ; 
for when he came to his Meridian, they chang*d their Nature, 
and the ſcorching Beams of his Zeal for his Religion got the ' 
Aſcenednt of all his other Accompliſhments, which ſo clouded 
his diſcerning Faculties, that he miſtook his Friends for his 
Enemies, and his Enemies for his Friends ; the moſt ſage and 


-deliberate Advices given him in oppoſition to beloved Feſmits, 


were cenfur*d as intrenchments upon his Prerogative, and 
the ſingle Jpſe Dixit of Father. Peters, valued! above 'the Joynt 
Council] of the;Realm;;z the. Colledges of Oxford and Cambridg 
eſteem'd as Nurſeries of Hereticks, and the Preſident and 
Fellows of Magdelen Colledg moſt illegally Eje&ted ' from their 
juſt Rights, to receive upon the Foundation a fort of Sparks 
who were neither Schollars nor Gentlemen. Priviledg was 
ſwallow'd up by Prerogative, and Kngw'J am your King,was 
a-Sauperſedeas to-all manner of humble Petitions and Remony 
ſtrances 3 his. Priefts, thoſe, fatal Scorpions, he: ſo hngg'd in 
his Boſom, were the chief Incendiaries, and contrary to our 
known Laws, ſwarm'd over from Doway and St. Omers, gree- ' 
dily gaping after Preferments, which they needed not have 
wanted, could his WHl alone haveplaced them in Ecclefi- 
aftical Dignitiesz they muſt, be humbly-content with Titular 
and Imaginary Biſhopricks #7 Nubibus, till theſtnbbern Here- 
ticks who Enjoy*d *em, would at-once part with their Reaſons 
and their Livings together. . 


But. the greateſt occaſion ;of his Arbitrary Government, 


and the e£ra from whence he,may. dateall his late Misfortunes, 


was his Friendſhip with the French King, aright Son of I1ſhnma-

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Nimrod did the Unnfortunate King James contract a' mou 
hſting- Alliance. 


. T perceive I am-ſtopt in my Aſſertion, and a little Dabler 
in Politicks challenges me to prove the Contra& : Tis true, 
we cannot ſhew the Original Deed, with their Signets and 
Names affixt to it ; but he muſt ſurely be Delivered over to 
Unbelief, who cannot credit ſuch Circumſtances as {ſerve to 
clear the matter from all doubt or heſitation : Who Promat- 
ed the Marriage of the Duke with the Princeſs of Aodena ?

from the other, without - the ruin of them all three ;, but being joyn= 
ed, they muſt notwithſtanding all oppoſition ,, become Invincible : . 
There are other - Letters between Mr. Coleman and Father le 
Chaiſe which carry ſuch-undeniable: Marks of- a Contract -be 
tween King James when Duke of York and Lowis le Grand, that 
none but thoſe Deveſted of common Senſe, can have reaſon 
to doubt it : If this is not throughly convincing, let any one 
conſult-the Memorial given in by Monſieur da Avaux, the 
French Embaſſador at the Hague, Sept. gth 1688, which if the 
carious Reader. deſire to feeat length, I refer him to the 1ſt 
Vol. of .

Hopes; fo the Stripes we mnft then feel, will tranſcend 
our very Fears. | 


In the Perſon of the King, we have a Prince who is 
truly (what the Hiſtorian ſays of Titus) Humani generis 
Detcie, who -has centred in his Perſon: all the Valour and 
Wildam of his Anceſtors : A Prince fo traly Great, that 

thoſe Layrels which add fach Luſtre to; anothers _

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look but faintly on His, He needing no additional Varnith 
to ſet off His Native Goodneſs : A Prince, Born to be'the 
Arbiter of Chriſtendom, whom all the Crown/d Heads and 
States of Exrope Adore as the only Perſon who mult break 
the Jaws of the French Leviathan : Not the greateſt Dan- 
gers which ſo terrify puſilanimous minds, can at all move 
Him, who caring not for an inaCtive inglorious Greatneſs, 
expos'd his Sacred Perſon to Reſcue theſe ungrateful King- 
doms from the mo& inſupportable Tyranny. of Arbitrary 
Power; ſince which, in reland he gave moſt Invincible 
Proofs both - of his Courage and Conduct ; the United 
Force of Exrope could not concert their Meaſures againſt 
France, till his Preſence Influenced their Counſels at the 
Hagne, to which he weat through a thouſand Perils at Sea , 
after a ſhort Return, He: is now gone again to Flanders 
to head that Prodigious Army : Victory ſeems to accom- 
pany him: in Attempts. of War , and his worſt Enemies 
muſt own him to.have the very Soul of Courage, 


In the Perſon of the Queen, we have a. Second Queer 
Elizabeth ; but with reſpe& to her Sacred Aſhes, we may 
ſay, the Copy far exceeds the Original. Never did a 
Crown'd Lady ſhew more Condut and Magnanimity 
than- when the French Fleet was upon our Coaſt, when her 
Illuſtrious . Husband was Fighting in Ireland : A Princeſs, 
whoſe thouſand Charms make her fit to Rule, and Command 
even Reſpe&t from her very Enemies (if any. ſuch there 
are; her Majeſty is Temper'd with ſo much Mildneſs, 
that at the ſame time, ſhe neither invites nor forbids Ac- 
ceſs; the Glory of her own Sex, and the Admiration of 
ours. 


Under theſe two Illuſtrious Perſons. is England, &c. at 
this time Govern'd by the moſt exat Laws that ever 
were made, the Preragative of the King not Dominaring 

| - over 


aver the Priviledges of the People, the Church of Eng- 
land Flouriſhes, 'not withſtanding the Peeviſhneſs of ſome 
of her Votaries; and the Difſenters enjoy their Liberty of 
Conſcience without -Deſign : The great Bleſſing of this 
Nation, viz. the Parliament, does frequently Meet, and. 
their Votes are Unanimous for Supplies for the Nations. 
Good :: The Taxes by them Levied are (excepting by ſome 
few diſcontented Spirits) willingly Paid, and -the People- 
fatisfied that their Mony is Employ*d for the uſes intend-- 
ed, not Laviſhly and Unaccountably thrown away on Pen- 
fioners, &c. every Man enjoys his Plentiful or Competent 
Fortune, with all the freedom Imaginable ; no Tricks: are- 
made uſe of to Decoy us into Slavery ; from the- very 
Proſpe& of which, the King deſigns by his utmoſt Endea- 
yours to free us by appearing himſelf in Perſon at the 
Kead of the Confederate Army, in oppoſition to the Power: 
of France: He deſigning. to Reſcue the-Glory of the Eng-. 
liſh Nation from that Stupidity ,. the Luxury, and Effe- 
minacy of the late Reigns- had obſcur'd 'it with ; and we: 
have nothing to render us unhappy but our own ground-- 
leſs Fears and Jealouſies, in which nnacconntable Humour, 
if we ſtill perſiſt, like the Sedirious amongſt the Fews, we 
ſhall do our ſelves more Miſchief within the Walls, than 
our Enemies could poſlibly do without, when the: Glory, 
of their City. and Nation yeilded to the Arms of the Ro- 
mans , who could never. have Conquered them; had not. 
theirMurmurers within done more Execution to themſelves, 
than all the Battering Rams of Titus could poſſibly Effect 
againſt- their Walls. 


But now: to ſhew the. Reverſe of the Medal: If King 
FJame's return-to re-aſſume his juſtly Forfeited Right, as. 
no Human Reaſon can poſlibly ſuppoſe him to- come in 
without the Aſſiſtance of the French, let us conſider what 
a.Field of Blood will our Country .be ; he coming in like a

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© Conqueror, will make ws quickly Feel the Difference be- 


tween the Eaſy Government we 'now Live under , and 
the Inſupportable Tyranny we muſt then endure 5 his ima- 
ginary Zeal for the Defence of the Proteſtant Religion, 
being long ſince quench't by the Aﬀronts he pretends to 
have ſuffered by thoſe of that Communion ;z then will Rome 
Erect her Standard in Defiance to all the Methods of the 
Reformation ,' and Popery become the ſtanding Religion 
of. the Nation. 


It cannot be ſuppos'd that the Inſtructions he has Re- 
ceiv'd from his great Patrone Lewzs, will eaſily be forgot ; 
and he who when in a private Capacity would ever hard- 
ly forgive one whom he ſappos'd had done him Wrong, 
will gow be hardly brought ro forget a National Indignity ; 
he will never certainly liſten to any Overtures of Capitula- 
tion; and *tis impoſſible to believe that things can beever 
Accomodated between an Incens'd- Prince, and (as he ſup- 
poſes)-a Rebellious People. He has not fo.long Breath'd 
in the Airof France, as not-to learn its Tyrannical and 
Arbitrary Maxims; and the (as he thinks) Meritorious. Zeal 
of Propagating his own Religion, will let him ſtick at no- 
thing, how Arbitrary ſoever, to Eſtabliſh it. We may lin- 
deed imagin him to be of a Merciful Nature, andthat all 
ſhall be forgotten as if never done, and that an At of In- 
demnity will make afl even again; but thoſe who are {fo 
blinded as to believe theſe fair Promiſes , let them but 
look into an AG of his own, Dated at his Refidence in 
Dublin. And in a Proclamation of his, to his Pretended 
Subjects in Scotland, May 4. 1689. He is molt Graciouſly 
Pleas'd, not only to Incourage his Friends to be Deſtroy- 
ers of Mankind , but likewiſe offers them Pardons for 
ſach Inhuman Cruelties : Telling them in the ſaid Procla- 
mation, 'T3s his Pleaſure they ſhould Riſe in Arms, and Aſſault 
and Deftroy, and what ever Blood-ſhed and Slaughter, Mutilati-
